member of the firm says he thinks 
this was part of the paper given by the 
bank as collateral -security. At any 
rate after the suspension of the bank, 
the paper passed into the possession of 
the Indiana Trust Co., and makers of 
the paper paid at the trust company's 
office instead of at the bank 


President John P Prenzel, of the 


trust company was asked for the par- 
ticulars of the transaction whereby 
•4,000 in two notes was found in pos- 
session of the trust company, and if it 
had been given by the Indianapolis 
national bank to Albert Oall as se- 
curity for the deposit of funds pre- 
sumably belonging to the state.

State Treasurer Gall, in response to

ANIMAL AND PLANT PARTNERS. 
r«rsaltlc*l Growth! Tbtt BoDeflt the Ob- 


JeeU on Whloh Th«r Lira. 


- The principle of partnership, which, 
makes so great a figure iu the commer- 
cial world, is found in operation in both 
the plant andranimal kingdoms under 
the name of symbiosis. In fact, what 
ProT Weiss has well described as "part- 
nership" sometimes eziata between 
plants and animals for their future 
benefit and defense. There Is a group 
of plants in the tropics called "ant-lov 
ing" or myrmecophllous plants, which 
allow awarms of unts to feed upon the 
nectar secreted on the surface of their 
leaves and to dwell in their hollow 
eteme. 


The return which the plants receive 


for this hospitality is protection agains 
another species of ants which are fond 
of eating their leavea Other plants 
Buffer greatly from the ravages of the 
leaf-eaters, but the latter an driven al 
from the myrmecophtious plants b; 
their ant friends. 


In a recent address on thissubjec 


Prof. Weiss pointed out many instance* 
of similar relations both between plants 
and animals and between differen' 
plants. The minute green bodies found 
on the fresh water polyp have been, 
shown to be vegetable cells which fur 
nlsh sugar for tne animal, while the 
latter in turn provides them with nour- 
ishment 


The threads of fungus which flourisl 


upon the roots of oaks and beeches sur- 
rounded by decaying leaf mold turn 
tha latter Into nourishment for the 
trees, and the aeedlinga of the trees are- 
unable to grow amid such surroundings 
without the aid of the hingi. 


One of the moat interesting of these 


partnerships has been discovered by 
Prof. Marshall Ward among the organ 
Urns of the "ginger-beer plant" Tw 
such organisms are principally con 
cernedin the fermentation of fringe 
beer, a yeast and a bacterium. 


Tho yeast produces a waste produc 


which, if allowed, to accumulate, wonlc 
arrest the process of fermentation, bu 
this product Is precisely what the bac- 
terium needs for food, and thus it la ab 
sorbed by the one partner as fast as 1 
to produced by the other, and the re- 
sult H that the fermentation goes ou 
for the benefit of both, and finally for 
the delectation of a third, all-devour- 
ing partner—man. 


Still another Instance of this sort o 


combination for mutual benefit wool 
appear to be famished by those strange 
members of the vegetable kingdom 
known as "carnivorous planta." Some* 
of these plants are aquatic, and feet 
upon young fish. They possess ape 
ouUar peptomc power which enable 
them to digest their animal food.

•cntly it has been shown that this d 
festive ability is due to the presence i 
their sap of certain micro-organism 
which flourish upon the food that th 
carnivorous plants devour 


In view of such facts as these, w 


must learn, not to be too basty in as 
Burning that parasitical growths exis 
only at the expense of the plants o 
animals on which they are found. . 
little Investigation may shorn', as in th 
case of the oaks and the fungi, tha 
tvhat we behold Is not a battle for ill 
between the two parties concerned, bu 
on the other hand, a friendly nnio 
of their interests in the broader strug 
gle for existence in which all livin 
things are engaged.—Youth's Com

Mr. Lee 
contended that under the ordinance the 
officer woe justified in killing the dog. 
Mayor Moffitt was pat on the stand 
to state that he bad given the order to 
kill all taglees dogs, bnt he had done BO 
in accordance with the custom ot former 
mayors, with no personal knowledge ot 
the dog ordinance. The prosecution read 
the following section ol' the dog ordinance 
now in foroe: 
"It shall be the duty of 


tbe city marshal to make inquiry for and 
cause to be proceonted every owner cr 
possessor of any dog who bos not paid 
the tax on such dog, ae herein required, 
and all dogs of any age found running 
at large in the oity for the space of forty- 
eight hours and wearing no badge, and 
for which no owner can be found upon 
reasonable inquiry, shall be slam by tbe 
marshal or other pohoa officer and re- 
moved from the city." It did not appear 
in evideuoe tbat Coe made any effort to 
learn the owner of the dog, or inquire 
whether or not the tax had been paid.

—Anthrax Spreading Rapidly 


The report of tbe weather bureau says 


the temperature ot the put ten days has 
been slightly below the normal in tbe 
northern, about the average in the oen 
bal and slightly above the average in the 
southern divieion. 
The percentage o 


snnehine has been abont the norma 
thronghont the state. Bain ooonrra 
over the state on the 15th and 16th, ani 
while quite heavy in some localities, i 
waa generally light, some sections reoeiv 
ing none. In tbe northern division the 
rainfall ranged from .00 to 2.00 inches 
in the central from .00 to .33 inches, anc 
in the southern division from .00 to 1.15 
inches. 


The rains ot last week were not what 


waa needed for corn, bnt it has been gen- 
erally benefitted by the rome; jgapeoiaUy 
ia this the ease in the northern division, 
where tbe heaviest rains fell. If the re- 
mainder of the season is favorable a fair 
crop ia expected, although some fields 
have been injured beyond redemption by 
the drought. A few correspondents re- 
port grasshoppers injuring corn, but up 
to date tbe in jury is not serious, 
plowing for wheat has begun, but is 
greatly retarded by the dry and haid 
condition of the ground. Pastures havs 
tjaen slightly uene8tted by the late ramp, 
bnt more is badl) needed. Owing to the 
drought, many farmers are obliged to 
haul water for stock. 
Apples are still 


rating and dropping from the trees in 
many locolitiea, and will make a very 
light crop. Tbe potato crop will be short. 
Anthrax has spread rapidly, being most 
violent in Wayne, Olsy, Edwards and 
Hamilton oonntien, and it has made its 
appearance in several adjoining countiefl, 
:te progress defying the most strenuous 
efforts to stamp it out.

Juatloe Odor Befosea to Quash 


the Writ in the Slaughter 


House Cave. 


The case of the City cf Deoatur vs. J. 


G. Danzeieen & Sons, butohen, charged 
by Peter Huffman with maintaining a 
slaughter house within the limits ol De- 
oatar, in violation of the new city ordi. 
nance, came up thia morning before Joa- 
tioe Odor. The city waa represented by 
Mr. Lee and Mr. Johns, and the defend- 
ants by I. R. Mills and Mr. Buckingham- 
The defendant offered a motion todismun 
the case on technical grounds, and then 
followed a flow of oratory and broadsides 
of logical reasoning, together with court 
decisions from the attorneys on both 
aides on the points at issue. The prose- 
cution contended that the new ordinance, 
which la not prohibitory, was passed in 
regular form, and that it is aimed to reg- 
ulate or abolish all slaughter houses 
where itjao. be established by evidence 
that they are unwholesome or a nniaanoe 
to a considerable number of people. The 
closing speech was made by Mr. Mills 
and when he bad finished 'Squire Odor 
said he might be wrong bat would de- 
aide the warrant to be good, and that 
the case should go to trial. It was then 
11:30 o'clock and the attorneys wanted 
time to consult their clients as to what 
should be done. Mr. Johns waa anxious 
to proceed at once with the trial, but the 
'eqmieeaiil it was just his dinner hour. 
An adjournment was then taken until 
1:30 p. m. 


OHANQB OF VKNOH. 


This afternoon when oonrt convened 


the defendants made application for a 
change of venue, and it was granted. 
The case went to Justice Shorb'a 
oonrt. Mr. Hagb Orea ie in the case for 
the prosecution. The prospects are that 
the evidence will be heard by a jury and 
that tbe trial will extend through eeveral 
days.

A Farmer's L/oss. 


A Maoon county farmer to-day eaid to 


a representative of the REPUBLICAN: "I 
bad 30 acres of wheat thia year which 
yielded 20 bushels to tho acre. This waa 
above an average for this year's yield. 
Thia wheat is worth 55 cents a bushel 
and I will get 8330 for it. I have made 
a careful estimate of the total cost of 
producing ihe wheat and find that the 
cost of production, nut counting my liv- 
ing expenses and several other similar 
items, waa 8350X0. So I will loae $20.60 
on thnt crop of wheat." Wheat, of 
course, ia abnormally low. At B9 cents 
a bushel he woald jast come oat even; 
at GO cents be would have just 810 left, 
and at 70 cents be would have 870 left. 
The chances are that wheat will not eoon 
go above 70 cents. This means that the 
expenses of farming must be reduced, 
and in thnt reduction must be inolnded 
reductions in rent and labor.
